T a General Meeting of the Inhabitants, Houſcholders of this Pariſh, 
aſſembled by public Advertiſement, at the GREAT Room of the Grosr Tavern, this Day, 


it was unanimouſly Reſolved, that the following Reſolutions, as prepared by the Committee, 


be adopted. 
That the Members of this Aſſociation be called 


The St. Martin's Loyal Volunteers. 


That this Aſſociation ſhould comprehend a Military Armed Force, to act with 
Effect, under the Authority of Government ; and alſo a Force, conſiſting of Perſons acting 
as Special Conſtables, for the Preſervation of the Peace throughout this Pariſh, and the City 
and Liberty of Weſtminſter; and that the ſeveral Inhabitant Houſcholders, their Sons, Bro- 
thers, or Nephews, inclined to co-operate in the propoſed Meaſure may have an Opportunity 
of ſerving in the ſaid Aſſociation, it is Reſolved, that Three Books be prepared, one for the 
Signatures of thoſe who ſhall with to ſerve as an Armed Force; another for thoſe who 
cannot, from Circumſtances of Age or Infirmities, or any other Cauſe, enroll themſelves 
to bear Arms, but are willing to enroll themſelves in Aid of the Civil Power; and a Third 


Book for the Nantes of ſuch Inhabitants as are deſirous of contributing towards the Expence 
of ſuch Force. 


That each Member enrolling himſelf do ſubſcribe the Sum of One Guinea, 
and that ſuch Perſons who ſhall enroll theniſelves, either as the Armed Part of this Aſſocia- 
tion, or as Conſtables, ſhall, immediately after their firſt Meeting, provide themſelves with 
Blue Lappelled Coats, Scarlet Collar, White Kerſeymere Waiſtcoat and Breeches, with Gilt 


Buttons, engraved with the Figure of St. MarrTI1y, together with ſuch Hat and Cockade as 


ſhall be agreed upon at their firſt Meeting, and Black Cloth Halt Gaiters ; that lh. Ferſ dun 
who do enroll themſelves as the Armed Party pro 1d eich 


Bayonet, of the proper Size, Cartouch Box and Croſs Be 242 that ſuch Per 


ing himſelf be allowed the Sum of Three Guincas out of the General Fund, andfugpArms 


and Accoutrements be veſted in the Treaſurer, for the Time being, under the * 4 
and Direction of the Committee. 
That the Aſſociation ſhall continue without Officers until at leaſt One Hundred 
and Twenty-Six ſhall be enrolled as Effective Men, in the Armed Part of the Aſſociation. 
That as ſoon as ſuch Members ſhal! be ſo enrolled, a Special Meeting of them 


ſhall be convened, of which, Three Days Notice to each Perſon ſhall be given by the Secre— 
tary for the Election of Officers. | 


That at ſuch ſpecial Meeting, the Officers conſiſting of a Captain, Lieutenant, 
and Sub-Lieutenant to each Sixty Privates, be ballotted for. | 
That the Officers ſo balloted for, and accepting the Nomination, be recom- 


mended to the Lord Lieutenant for his Approbation, with a requeſt that they may receive 
Commiſſions from His Majeſty. 


And, That the Two Books for enrolling the Names of Perſons willing to ſerve, 


either in the Armed Force, or in Aid of the Civil Power, be left at the Committee Room 
of the CHarITY School in Hemming”s Roto. 


And, That the Book to receive the Subſcription of the Inhabitants, be left at 
Meſſrs. Du u ox DS, Charing Croſs, where the Sums already ſubſcribed, and which may be 
ſubſcribed, are requeſted to be paid to the Account of the Treaſurer of this Allociation, for 
which Receipts will be given. th 


That the preſent Committee be continued for carrying on the Buſineſs of the 


Aſſociation. 


That no Perſon be admitted at the next General Meeting, or any other, except 
ſuch who have paid in their Subſcriptions, or who have enrolled themſelves in the Armed 
Aſſociation, or as Conſtables in the Civil Department. 


That this Meeting be adjourned to Monday, the 7th of May next, at this Place, 
at One o'Clock preciſely,
